SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH- 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS. 

The sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old; may homestead 
a quarter-section of available Domin- 
ion land in: Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
or Alberta. Applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agency 
or Sub-Agency for the District, Datry 
by proxy may be made at any Domin- 
ion Lands Agency (but’ not Sub- 
Agency), on certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on 
a farm of at least 80 acres, on certain 
conditions. ‘A habitable house is re- 
quired except where residence is per- 
formed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
$3.00 per acre. 

Duties—-Six months’ residence in 
each of three years after earning home- 
stead patent; also’ 60 acres extra cul- 
tivation. Pre-emption. patent may be 
obtained as soon as homestead patent; 
on certain conditions. 

A settler who has exhausted his 
homestead right may take a purchased 
homestead in certain districts. Price 
$3.00 per acre. Duties—Must reside six 
months in each of three years, culti- 
vate 50 acres and erect a house worth 
$300. 

The area of cultivation is subject to 
reduction in @ase of réugh, scrubby or 
stony land. Live stock may be. sub- 
stituted for. cultivation under certain 
conditions.

Rust Epidemic Made 
Scarcity of Seed Grain 


Farmers: Warned to Be Careful This 
Year in Their Sowing 


In ordér to assure a heavy grain 
harvest for Canada in 1917, the Do- 
minion Experimental Farms recom- 
mends that farmers exercise especial 
care in the- selection of the right 
kind of seed grain for sowing the 
spring wheat crop. 

It is expected that the grain rust 
epidemic of the past season_in the 
West will be causing grave concern 
to many farmers as to where to turn 
to obtain superior seed, 

Grain from a crop damaged by rust 
is frequently of poor quality, and 
not fit for use as seed, unless special 

recautions arg. taken, This is not 

ecause there is much dangere that 

this sced will again produce a rusted 
crop,’ but because the grain is shrun- 
ken and’ immature; such seed _ is 
known to yield poor and _ feeble 
crops. 

The safest seed to use is the best 
grade procurable from 
crops, providing, of course, that the 
germination is normal, 

The use of this class of seed may 
not, however, be universall pesgjble, 
since frost and hail caused consider- 
able damage, where rust was not pre- 
valent in the West and very- little

Thus, aaah Western farmers at 
least will have to sow much of the 
grain damaged by rust. Where such 
grain must be used, it should be 
carefully and thoroughly fanned and

There must» be 
Germans of sufficient sanity to know 
that the Kaiser’s proclamation is a 
piece of imperial demagogy; that Ger- 
many is not victorious, and at b st 
can achieve only a ‘stalemate at weal- 
culable sacrifices of blood and trea- 
sure; They must know that the Kai- 
ser’s boasts are a form of treason to 
Germany; in that they give aid ard 
comfort to thé enemy by maxing the 
allies more determined than. ever, to 
see the war through to the bitter erd. 

Yet the Germans tolerate it, ard 
the fact that they tolerate it is the 
strongest justification that the Allies 
can present for their refusal to ents: 
a peace conference. Great Britain and 
France have not been asked to make 
peace with the German __ people, but 
with the Hohenzollern dynasty aud 
with Junkertum. Such a peace can 
be at best only a truce, . 

It may flatter German pride to be- 
lieve that Germany has been “victor- 
ious in all theatres of war on land aud 
on sea,” but that sort of pride must 
be paid for, and it will be paid for. 
What the German people are actually 
fighting for is not a Germart victory, 


but.a means of so placating their own 

that they. bet (

know it, but they may rest assured 
that the Kaiser knows it and the

The Imperial Government would 
immediately offer most liberal terms 
of peace if it could be certain that 
when the reaction came there would 
be no change in the German attitude 
towards the throne and the doctrine 
of Divine right.

Un- 
fortunadely, according to the Rusky 
Wjedomosty of Moscow, these inati- 
tutions are in no condition to supply 
the information wanted, as :nost of 
the books they contain treat of the 
training of dogs and similar subjects,,

The libraries in Russia, which real- 
ly are adapted to the enlightenment 
of the people, are closely watched uy 
the police, and are closed) a great 
part of the time. The Society for 
the Promotion of Popular Educatiog 
of Kursk, which was dissolved by 
government order, alone maintained 


more than seventy libraries and read- . 


ing rooms. It was directed by Dr 

. Dolschenko, a member of the first 
and second Duma, 

Nevertheless the Russians are ma 
king the best of their limited oppor 
tunities, and the number of subscrib- 
ers to the libraries and reading room 
still open has increased more than 
per cent..in many parts of the coun» 
try, despite the fact that so many 9 
the peasants are at the front. A lands 
owner in Central Russia sends in the: 
following account of the eagerness 
for news shown by the people of his 
neighborhood: “I am row literally 
‘the village scribe,’ as all of the edu» 
cated men that were here are. now 
at the front. Every day crowds a 
women come to me to have letter 
written to thelr loved ones in thé 
field. Soniething that gives me yar- 
ticular satisfaction is the interest ta- 
ken by the vinagers in the newspa- 
pers, Formerly I received only one 
paper for our four villages.. Now 
that is by no means enough. The 
peasants have taken up a collection, 
and they subscribe for four metro- 
politan newspapers for each village.” 

In other parts of Russia, where the 

eople themselves fail to show much 
interest in the-war and other wo:ld 
affairs, the news is being spread by 
the efforts of the radical cducated 
element. The Russky Slowo of Mcs- 
cow announces, for example, the 
founding of a newspaper called the 
Nevelsky Listok in the chief city of 
the Nevel district, which will be dis- 
tributed free among the inhabitants 
of the villages in that section,
